Many are aware of the existence of n 


CliGrol.ce alphabet, but few, perhaps, have 
had access to a history of tho Invention, 
and hurdly any 1/ave any Idea of the nature 
of the alphabet Itself. It Is to bo wondered 
that this remarkable display of genius has 
not l»'on more generally noticed by the 
Americjin people and a proper tribute paid 
the untutored inventor 


It in not too late, however, to do Justice 


to thi-i great benefactor of the Cherokee 
Indians, who. by his inventive power, have 
rained themselves to an elevation unat> 
taincd by any other tribe of Indians on the 
American continent. 


Se-fpio-yah, the inventor of tho Cherokee 


alphabet, has been justly referred to by an 
eminent writer as tho "American Cadmus 
and Modern Moses." The appearance and 
habit.-! of Se-quo-yah were those of a full 
blood Cherokee, though his grandfather 
on his father's side was a white man. He 
was i-ilucated In only tho customs of his 
nation, and at the time of his death was 
Ignorant of any other language but hia 
own. 


The i tact time and place of Se-quo-yah 'a 


death n somewhat merged in obscurity, 
but from the best authority it appears to 
have occurred about 1845, and Indian tra- 
dition tells UB ho died away from his peo- 
n l n n n i l l n Mm heart of olll M»vlrn whpro 
he had gone to join some friend In that 
counti f. At any rate, a delegation of 
Chorokees were sent to Mexico some years 
later to find and bring Ins remains back 
to his native country, but they were totally 
nnsuri awful In their search and the grave 
of Se-(|iioyah is unknown to this day. 


SE-QUO-TAH IIKUTN3. 


The Immediate circumstance which in 


duced Se-quo-yah to undertake tlie great 
task til inventing an alphabet appears to 
be baM'd upon a conversation between 
himself and a few companions upon the 
subject of writing, or the "talking leaf,'1 
aa the\ called it, at a certain town in the 
old Cherokee nation, east of the Missis 
ftippi, called Saunta. Some young men 
were icmarking on the wonderful and su- 
perioi talents of the white men. 


One of the company said that the white 


man could put a talk on paper and send it 
any distance, and it would bo perfectly 
nnder-aood by thosb who would receive it. 
All admitted that this was indeed wonder- 
ful, an art far beyond the reach of the red 
man, and they were utterly at a loss to 
co»cei\ e in what way it was done. 


Se-q.io-yah, after listening to the conver 


sation awhile in silence, raised himself, 
and putting on an air of great importance 
observed "You are all foolsl Why, the 
thing is very easy; I can do 1t myself.'' 
And taking up a Hat stone that lay near 
him tui commenced making words on it 
with a sharp instrument of some kind. 
After a few minutes ho told them what he 
hsd \\ritten by making a mark for each 
word, etc. This produced a laugh, and the 
conversation on the subject ended. 


After the interview at Saunta ho went 


home, obtained some paper and paint and 
began in earnest to "paint the Cherokee 
langivige on paper." From the cries of 
wild licasts, from the talents of the mock- 
Ing binl, from the voices of his children 
and companions, he knew that feelingsand 
passions were conveyed from one intelli- 
gent being to another. The thought then 
occurred to him to try and ascertain all the 
Bound- in the Cherokee language.

When he thought he had distinguished 


all the different sounds iu bis language he 
attempted to use pictorial signs—images of 
birds n nil beasts—to convey these signs to 
others, or to mark them in hia own mind. 
In thi:> and several other methods be {ailed 
In his attempts to perfect hia great under- 
taking but he was not in the least discour- 
aged. He nt length hit upoa the idea of 
dividing the words Into parts, or syllables, 
and he had proceeded In this direction hut 
a short time when, to his great satisfaction, 
he had the written language of his country. 


After completing his alphabet he fonnd 


much difficulty in getting his people to 
Jearo It.. Nor could be succeed until he 
came out to thin country and taught a few 
persons hero, one of whom wrote a letter 
back to one of Se-quoyah's friends in the 
old nation, who read it to his neighbors. 
When the usefulness of the Cherokee al- 
phabet became 
fully acknowledged, it 


spread throughout the nation in a manner 
unprecedented. Reading and writing in 
the Cherokee language soon became com- 
mon, for within a few months after its In- 
troduction there were Cherokees in vari 
ous parts of the nation who could nse the 
"talking leaf." 


It is worthy of remark that its use was 


at first confined to the more obscure iutti- 
vidr.al'i of the Cherokeeg, nor did the more 
intelligent class consider it of any impor- 
tance until their senses gave evidence of 
the existence and utility of this remark- 
able invention, and they «aw Cherokees 
read and write in their own language. 


CIIF.HOKKK PUBLICATIONS. 


The number of characters in Se-quo-yah's 


alphabet la eighty-five. The arrangement, 
Jika that of all other alphabets with which 
1 am acquainted, la entirely without sys- 
tem, end appear to have been placed in 
the order iu which they presented them- 
selves to the inventor when he was put- 
ting the finishing strokes to his work, by 
embodying his sign of sounds, after finish- 
Ing the number sufficient for writing all 
the words of the Cherokee language. The 
figures used were tha Arabic, or the same 
that wo nse. 


In order to increase the utility of Se- 


qno-yah's great Invention, the Cherokee 
legislature appropriq^ed^gu.ij^.pL.iAOnej 
to have type" and a printing press con- 
structed. 
The Advocate, a newspaper 


printedj 


language, wan established, and is still in 
operation. About 800 copies of this paper 
are circul ited and read by hundreds of 
full blood1 who cannot read English at all. 
On the RBI no press have been printed iu the 
Cherokee anguage the New Testament, a 
hymn bock and many tracts containing 
portions o the Holy Scriptures. 


These publications are read with inter- 


est, and in many places weekly meetings 
are held to re.'id The Advocate. I am con 
vinced tiirt there is no exaggeration in the 
insertion that there is not a f u l l blood 
.Jherokee Indian of fifteen years of age who 
cannot roi d and write his own language. 


That tin mass of a people without schools 


or books should by mutual assistance, and 
without extraneous impulse or aid, acquire 
the aim of reading and writing— aud that 
in characters wholly original— is, 1 believe, 
a phenomenon unexampled in tho world's 
history.— Indian Territory Cor. Kort Worth 
Gazette.

on them, for it isoneof her pleasant duties 
to jump on a heap of the sticky fruit with 
her bare feet until she has compressed 
enough of the little raisins to pile three 
boxes into one. No hydraulic press could 
do it any butter. If it could «e wo.ildn't 
have the sntid and grit the maidens feet 
mingle with the fruit,, without which no 
dried corinths are genuine.

A FIGHT WITH GUERRILLAS.

On tho plaza of Jalapa the hostile feeling 


against the Yankees had its first outbreak. 
A great crowd gathered about the red 
shlrted horsemen as we rode into the plaza 
on Sunday, and a rush was made by the 
ruob to dismount us and drive us fio:n our 
Bi.ddles. But a vigorous charge promptly 
made against the mob with threatening 
revolvers drove them back and gave safe 
escape to the hard pressed horsemen. 
Through the villages of the country parts 
we were received by the senoras and neno- 
ritas with kindness, but by the ..lales with 
frowns and threats, and with the signifi- 
cant gesture of a finger drawn across the 
throat. In no place were we safe from at- 
tack except iu groups which commanded 
safety and respect. To them in their ig- 
norance we were still Yankees and sol- 
dados. 


One night, a lltfie way beyond Jalapa, 


our entrance into one of their walled towna 
caused great excitement; a general alarm 
wasrungon tho cathedra] bells, messengers 
rode out in haste to alarm the surrounding 
haciendas, and natives flocked into tha 
town, two or three mou .ited on the back of 
each mule, armed with escopettes. 
But 


we remained close inside the strong gatea 
of our hacienda, and, the excitement sub- 
siding, we were allowed to leave without 
an attack early tho next (lay. 


In camping for the night sentries were 


stationed and pickets were posted, and tha 
animals were secured with lariats inside 
tho picket line, but sometimes, when guer- 
rillas abounded, iu the center of'the camp. 
Onco only did theso ladroues make an open 
demonstration. We were in a section of 
country covered with low bushes, in which 
jackrabbits, wild turkeys and other game 
were present.

filed across our road in the bed of an ar- 
roya or dry stream. To fight as a troop of 
cavalry, with camp equipage and cooking 
utensils dangling from our saddles, or to 
wait a charge from them, would have been 
sure defeat. So I dismounted a part of my 
troop, and in platoons, at double quick, 
charged toward tho guerrillas. Evidently 
n fight with the hated Yankees in red 
shirts was not what they desired, for, as 
we came within short range, their leader 
gave the word "Vainosl'' aud away they 
galloped down the ravine helter skelter, 
and we qaw them no more.

the national road as they had been felled 
to hinder theonvvard march of our.soldiers, 
while from point to point the Alexicau 
troops and batteries were rallied for an- 
other stand.

The Aloon'a Shape. 


Referring to the fact that photographs 


of the moou, taken at full, give tluit body 
nu (iKB shaped appearauce, with the small 
end pointing toward the earth, a recent 
writer argues that this goes to prove that 
planet's nonglobular shape, as was.indeed 
to be expected. According to this writer's 
reasoning, matter at the surface of the

A Bird That UHS n Volcu Which Scarei 


Away I>cB]riil»lu G:ime—Uow fcli« iSeau- 
tlful Creuturo Is Silenced—The White 
mill the Itlnck Ciickiitou. 


The first that offers itself is a large bird 


which has a curved, horny and massive 
beek and strong claws, both of jetty black, 
feathersof white, stained faintly with yel- 
low, 
like old ivory, and an imposing crest 


of sulphur colored pinnies. This is the 
great sulphur crested cockatoo, one of the 
most familiar, as it is oue of the most 
beautiful, birds in Auxtralia. Wo made 
this bird's ac'juaintiuice as we drove ovei 
to the mission station, lie and his cou 
geners, to the number of several hundred, 
were found feeding in a broad, open 
savanna on the side of the River Avon, 
where the grass was hidden from sight by 
the yellow circles of the cape weed—a 
flower somewhat resembling the dande- 
lion, but witli a more woody stem, which 
is execrated by the fanners, in spite of its 
beauty, because of its tendency to over- 
spread the soil like a devouring lire. 


The fondness of the cockatoo for the 


seeds of the cape weed very greatly cur- 
tails its extension, and in season of ita 
ripening they lill to their utmost capacity 
the crops of those birds. One might look 
far to see a prettier sight than that which 
Is afforded by a flock of several hundred ol 
these snowy cockatoos walking about in 
the sea of yellow which the acres of cape 
weed form. The cockatoos are alert and 
wary, and spring into Uie air with harsh 
screams as we approach, then, with the 
curiosity which is their strongpst charac- 
teristic, wheel over us in a yelling mob 300 
strong, forming a conopy or fluttering 
ivory through which the sunlight falls in 
exquisite shades of ti'inler color. 


Two guns bark in the midst of the 


wheeling and screeching cohorts: tbe re- 
ports of the second barrels immediately 
follow—feathers lly in every direction., but 
only two cockatoos fall. 


A TIKHHILB TO nUNTKliS 


One, 
after ths usual experience in such 


cases, chooses to drop into a mudhole 
about ten feet wide (the only one within a 
mile of the place), and irremediably ruins 
his delicate plumage; the other, more con- 
siderate, thumps down upon the turf with- 
out a feather ruffled, innocent of blood 
Etain or defilement of the soil. This is his 
skin which is before us, the feathers lite a 
scow field across which falls the ray of a 
yellow sunset, shaded with indescribable 
delicacy from tho brilliant sulphur color of 
the recurved crest to the immaculate 
feathers, whiter than this paper, which 
form his spreading tail. 


No one who lias not hoard the voice of 


the cockatoo can understand the limits of 
cacophouic sound; saw filing is music to 
it, and compared thereto the "devil's fid- 
dle" is interpretive of the concords of the 
spheres. The bird is a great nuisance to the 
hunter, by his noisy clamor alarming 
ducks, kankaroos and all other manner of 
game, and following for miles the carrier 
of a gun with wild outbursts of ornitho- 
logical profanity. 
In the ardor of his 


vituperation he sometimes forgets him- 
self and flies within range, and it is a self

western plains of the United States, and 
pulling a scarlet silk handkerchief out of 
my pocket I began waving it from side to 
side, advancing meanwhile upon the ene- 
my.

that of infected soap and brush. Its close 
connection with these, however, is aflirmed 
by theevidencoof a coin moil and persistent 
sequence of events. 


We need not dwell upon tho tenacity 


with which it clings to the hair of the faco, 
uor will we examine the methods used by 
the dermatologist for its destruction. Sani- 
tary cleanliness is here better than any 
remedy. Y/e are advised to shave- our- 
selves, to avoid the cheap barber, to use 
precautions with brushes and the like. 
Perhaps the advice first given would prove 
tho best, but the professional operator is to 
many persons indispensable. 


The truest wisdom for one's self in such 


a case ie clearly to use due care iu selecting 
a barber. Whatever he is not, he must be 
clean and careful. It should riot be for- 
gotten that there are possible safeguards 
well within tho reach of this class of 
tradesmen which a customer may fairly 
exact for his own security as part of the 
common law of shaving. These include 
the use of perfectly fresh water and soap, 
or preferably shaving cream, as admitting 
of exclusive use, u clean brush aud a clean, 
razor for each person shaved. 


We should also advise, as a further but 


not superfluous precaution, that instru- 
ments after washing be dipped in some 
convenient antiseptic solution. Such meas- 
ures as these require but little time to 
carry them out. 
They are needful inorder 


to insure immunity from contagion, aud 
the poorest will find them worth a small 
addition to the barber's fee.—London Lan- 
cet.

KILLED BY ~A. BLOW. 


FATAL ENDING OF A QUAEEEL BE- 


TWEEN JOHN B. CHASE AND 


JAMES MAHAN. 


John B. Chase, a well digger, car- 


ter and laborer, on last Saturday, at 
about noon, killed James Mahan, a 
workman in Leedom's Carpet Mills, 
by striking him with his fist and kick- 
iiig liim. The occurrence took place 
on the street naar J. Wesley Wright's 
store. The 'two men were quarrelling, 
Mahan from all accounts being tbe 
aggressor. He kept following Chase, 
calling him all sorts of vile names, 
At last Chase turned and struck him 
one or two blows and felled him to 
the ground, and then kicked him. 
Mahan lived but a few minutes after- 
ward. Chase went down Mill street 
and did not seem to know that his 
blows had produced fatal results. 
When told that Mahan was dead he 
went to Esquire Louderbough and 
gave himself up. He was then placed 
in a cell to await the result of the in- 
quest. 


Coroner Brennan held the inquest 


on Sunday evening at 7 o'clock. The 


jurymen were Robert Iletherington 
John K. Young, Charles J. Wright. 
IT. Evans, Jacob Winder and J. Wes- 
ley Wright. Charles Baker was the 
first witness. His testimony was as 
follows: 


Was in Munce's barber shop. Heard 


one man call another a d-: 
u liar. 


The other replied, I don't want to 
talk to you, come around when you 
are sober and I will talk to you. 
The 


first man called tho other a d 
n 


liar several times. 
He again replied, 


come around when you are sober aod 
I will talk to you. 
This man was try- 


ing to walk away. 
I know James 


Mahan; did not know the other man. 
Mahan followed cursing and abusing 
him and calling him a vile name. 
Chase said, do not call me that again. 
JJe called him it again. 
It was at 


Buseman's door. 
Chase came back 


and Mahan went to meet him. 
Did 


not see him strike him. I saw Mahan 
on the pavement. 
Saw Chase kick at 


him and miss him, and then kick him 
on the side of the head. 
Did not hear 


Mahan or Chase say anything then. 
Chase went down the street. I went 
over and told a man to bathe Mahan's 
head with water. 
Don't think that 


lie was dead. 
Doctor came and felt 


i.ts pulse, but found them faint. 
It 


was seven minutes from the time that 
Mahan was kicked until the dioctor 
felt his pulse. 
Chase trotted away 


and looked back as if expecting Mahan 
to arise. 
Here gave an illustration of 


how Mahan lay when Chase kicked 
.lim. 


Charles Osmond sworn : Was in my 


ihop on Mill street at the railroad 
crossing. 
Chase was coming up Mill 


street; Mahan was on the opposite 
side of street, both were going the 
same way. Mahan called to Chase,"! 
lear you want to see rue." 
Chase did 


not reply. 
Mahan called again. Chase 


said, "No, I don't want to see you; I 
lave no business with you." 
They 


*ept on wrangling. 
Mahan called 


Ubase a d 
n liar several times. 


Uhase told him go away and he would 
;alk to him some other time. 
Mahan 


says, "I can whip you." 
Chase says, 


You can't whip one side of me." 


That was at Wright's store. 
Chase 


tried to walk away. At Buseman's 
corner Chase turned and I could not 
see him. 
As Mahan went around he 


was taking off his coat. Then could 
not see him. Saw Mahan seven min- 
utes after. 
Dr. Wilson was writing a 


prescription, and then felt his pulse. 
~ said he looked like a dead man. Dr. 
Wilson put his ear to Mahan's breast 
'or a few seconds and said he was a 
dead man. 
Did not see him strike or 


dck him. 


Raymond Buseman sworn : Was in 


second story of my house, heard loud 
talking, was preparing myself to go to 
work. 
Looked out of window, saw 


Mahan cursing Chase. 
Mahan took 


off his coat and said let us have it out 
right here. 
Chase said you're drunk; 


won't fight with a drunken man. 
hase kept moving on as far as Stro- 
jele's feed store. 
Mahan called Chase 


a vile name. 
Chase said call me that 


again. 
Mahan called him that again. 


Chase came towards him. 
Mahan 


went towards Chase. 
They met at 


my place. 
Chase struck him two 


jlows with his fist. Mahan did not 
fall at the first blow, but fell at tbe 
......el 
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kicked him twice around the head. 
Then I came down. Did not think 
Mahan was badly hurt. 
He could 


move his head a little- 
A young man 


washed his face off. 
I pot warm wa- 


ter. 
They set him up against the 


wall. 
Mahan .didlBot get up himself. 


Mahan did not strike at Chase. Ma- 
lan did not say anything when he was 
struck. Can't say whether his head 
iiit the pavement or not. Chase walked 
rapidly away. About eight minutes 
between when he was struck and when 
,he doctor came. 


Byram C. Foster sworn: Was in 


barber shop at 11.10 a. m., heard man 
outside saying, you are a G 
D 


liar and repeat it several times: Chase 
said I don't want to talk to you; you 
are drunk; when you are sober I will 
talk to you. Chase walked across the 
street, Mahan following. 
At Buse~ 


man's Mahan took off his coat. Chase 
kept walking off. Mahan twice called 
him a vile name. Chase came back 
and- struck him twice, knocked him 
down, and while he was down kicked 
him twice. Chase started on a little 
run down Otter street, Could not say 
whether he hit the pavement or not 
when he fell. 
Did not see Mahan 


strike back. Was never more sur- 
prised than when they said he was 
dead. Did not think blow sufficient 
to cause death. 


Dr. George H. Stroup sworn : Held 


a post mortem examination of Maha,n 
and found an abrasion over both eye- 
lids. Small contused wound over eye- 
brows about one-eighth inch deep and 
an inch long. Removed scalp. On 
the left side there was a contused 
wound like a bruise above the ear. 
Sawed skull through at frontal bone, 
above eyebrows, starting at occipital 
bone. Found considerable extravisa« 
tion of blood over the entire brain, 
particularly at sides, where.' there was 
a dessert spoonful of clotted blood, 
caused by laceration of some of the 
vessels. There was blood all over the 
brain. Did not see which vessels were 
lacerated. 
Brain was in a healthy 


state except for blood. Examined the 
heart and found it in a normal condi- 
tion. Looked at tbe left lung. It 
appeared to be in a healthy condition. 
Should not have thought from the ex- 
ternal character of the wounds tha't 
they could have caused death. In my 
opinion he died of shock produced by 
concussion of brain. A slight blow 
will cause concussion and concussion 
would produce the extravisation of the 
blood. The external wounds evidently 
caused concussion of the brain. We 
examined tbe neck found it in a perfect- 
ly normal condition. The heart was en- 
tirely empty and had no blood la it. 
In that case the blood would be driven 
to the brain that would cause paralysis 
of all tbe nervous tissue of tbe brain. 
Could have been brought on by a fall. 
Mahan could have died from a stroke 
of apoplexy and the brain presented 
just the appearance that it did. I do 
not think that he died of apoplexy. 


Dr. A. S. Wilson, sworn: On Sat- 


urday some one sent for me. 
I went 


to Buseman's corner; saw Mahan 
sitting up against Buseman's house; 
thought man was suffering from shock, 
prescribed Aromatic'Spirits of Am- 
monia; examined his pulse, found there 


was none; the man was dead; don't 
think he was alive when I first saw 
him. At the post mortem examina* 
tion held on Saturday examined neck, 
found it all right; removed brain, ii 
was covered by blood with a little 
more collected on each side; there 
was no external wound on side of head, 
but internal; it was a contused wound; 
two slight wounds over each eye brow ; 
no external wounds about his body; 
death was caused by shock which was 
caused by concussion of tho brain ; tho 
wounds received might have caused 
concussion or it might have been caus- 
ed by falling; the heart was normal 
but entirely free from blood; both 
lungs normal; extreme fright might 
have caused the blood to leave the 
heart and go to the brain, thus causing 
death. 


James Ilarrigaci, sworn : Saw Chase 


walk rapidly away from Buseman's, 
then he turned his head and looked 
nack. I saw a man lying on the pave- 
ment. I went to him and saw that he 
was bleeding rather freely. 
Washed 


the blood from his face and bathed his 
bead. Set him up in front of Buse- 
man's house. Buseman brought warm 
water. Mahan did not move or speak. 
The doctor came and felt his pulse. 
Do not think that he was alive. 


There were three more witnesses but 


these were not called. 


The Jury rendered as their verdict: 


That they find that James Mahan's 
death was the result of shock caused 
jy his being struck by John Chase. 


This verdict District Attorney Stout 


refused to accept. A further exami- 
nation of the body was made by the 
jhysicians, and the inquest was con- 
tinued on Monday, at the hotel Closson. 
At that time the physicians testified 
but they had made another examina- 
tion on Mahan's body and corrobated 
;heir statements of Sunday evening. 
The jury brought in the following ver- 
dict: 


We, the Jury empanelled to hold an 


nquest on the body of James Mahan, 
ind that he came to his death by a 
hock produced by blows received from 
John Chase while engaged in a quarrel 
with said Chase, Saturday, September 
26tb, 1891. 


Chase was taken to Doylestown and 


ilaced in tbe County jail last Monday. 
5e has engaged as counsel B. F. Gil- 
teson -of this place and Ross & Long 
of Dnylestown. Mahan was buried in 
;be Catholic grave yard on Tuesday.

Borough now unbuilt upon; and In all questions 
of detail arising either now or hereafter the de- 
cision of the Borough Surveyor shall be Bual. 


SEC. 3. Tho Borough Surveyor If hereby au- 
thorized and directed to publish as soon as prac- 
ticable a table, chart or explanation of the sys- 
tx;m for the Information of the citizens. Provid- 
ed, that such publication shall b* made in such 
manner as may be approved by the Committee 
on Streets and Highways. 


SEC. 4. In all building permits hereafter Is- 


«ued,tho number of the building for which tha 
permit Is Issued, shall be stated.

Chamber this 14th day of Sept, A. D., 1861.

Tlio Ixincl; Track Walker. 


After nightfall, along the 8,000 miles ol 


the Canadian Pacific ruilroad, no matter 
bow bare the prairie nor how wild or deso- 
late tho mountain or lake shore, any one 
standing on the roar platform can see every 
tew miles a lantern in the hands of a track 
walker, who, after the train passes, re- 
sumes his duty along the track. It is t 
rule on this road that after the passage of 
each train tho roadway shall bu carefully 
Inspected, and particularly the bridges, for 
Tear that some spark from the locomotive 
may have set lire to them. 


Along hundreds of miles between Ottawa 


and Winnipeg, over the prairies of Assini- 
boia and Alberta, and through the moun- 
tain ranges far west, the humble hut of 
tho railroad track repairer or guard is 
often the only human habitation that is 
seen for long stretches. In tho wild region 
north of Lake Superior one sees these log 
cabins every few miles. Often ilie em- 
ployee has a family, who live with him in 
this almost uninhabited country, practical- 
ly cut off from human society. 


The log cabins aro only one story high, 


and very low at that. There is no sign of 
a garden near them, and all supplies uro 
brought by tho trains. Sometimes it is 
necessary for the mc-n to travel twenty or 
thirty miles to perform a task assigned 
them, and for these journ»j's they use tlio 
railroad bicycle, a contrivance with two 
wheels to fit the rails. A seat is rigged be- 
tween them and a lever imparts motion to 
the small cogwheels, which rapidly turn 
tho wheels on the track. The men can 
easily travel twelve or fifteen miles an 
hour on these little machines. When they 
hear a train coming, off they jump, take 
their bicycles off the track, and no sooner 
has tho train passed than they resume their 
journey.—New York Sun.
